burglar, he said: 

‘‘The burglar betrayed himself by step- 
ping on a push button in the dining 
room floor used by the family to sum- 
mon the maid. This sounded a buzzer 
in the kitchen. I had got up to get a 
drink of water and heard the buzzer. I 


‘took my father’s revolver from the bath- 


room and went down a rear stairwav 
leading to the kitchen. 

“Through a door leading to the dining 
room I could see a glint of light. As 1 
neared the bottom. step, the floor 
creaked. Apparently this alarmed the 
burglar, who ran into the kitchen by 
one door just as I was entering by an- 
other. \ 

Burglar Falls at First Shot. 

“I fired. The burglar fell, but re- 
turned the fire. We fired three shots. 
Then the burglar regained his feet and 
ran through the rear kitchen door into 
the yard. 

“I. followed to the rear porch. The 
burglar, staggering and evidently run- 
ning with difficulty, was going toward 
the alley gate. TI fired three more 
shots, emptying the revolver. Near the 
elley gate the burglar again fell, but 
arose and climbed into a buggy which 
was standing in the alley. 

“I did not see anyone else in the 
buggy, but because of the quickness 
with which the burglar got in I think 
might have been, someone there to aid 
him.”’ 

The shots aroused Adams’ father, 
who telephoned to the police. 

Where the burglar fell the first time 
there was a blood stain on the ‘kitchen

Pope Deeply Grieved. 

Pope Benedict is deeply grieved over 
the misfortune whieh has befallen the 
Italian people. He showed his interest 
and sympathy yesterday by an unusual 
visit to the Santa Marta Hospital, where 
41 persens injured during the earth- 
quake are receiving treatment. 

His Holiness spoke to each patient, 
asking for particulars of the disaster 
and inquiring about his family. He con- 
suled them by saying he would entrust 
ito the elergymen the task of seeking 
their relatives and by imparting to all 
the apostolic benediction. 

Some of the newspapers announce that 
Pope Benedict in visiting the wounded 
at the Santa Marta Hospital left the 
Vatican, thus interrupting the tradi- 
tienal im t' of the Pope al- 
ways adhered to by Popes Pius IX, Leo 
and Pius X, after the fall of the tem- 
poral power, meaning thus to protest 
against the occupation of Reme, In 
reality the Pontiff did not leave the 
Vatican, but, passing through the apos- 
tolic palace inside of St. Peter's, he 
reached the hospital without touching 
Italian soil. His predecessor did the 
same thing when he visited the wound- 
ed brought to Santa’ Marta Hospital 
after the earthquake in Messina.

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”TSAYS EARTHQUAKE 
WON'T STOP WAR 
PLANS OF ITALY 


Prof. Vittorio Racca Declares 
Preparations Already Made 
Will Aid in Rescue. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15—Prof. Vittorio 
Racca, head of the Italian department 
of New York University, doctor of juris- 
prudence and professor of economics at 
the University of Rome, who has spent 
much of his life in Rome and the sur 
rounding country, made the following 
statement today when asked by a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch fer in- 
formation about the earthquake: 

“T do not believe the reports that 
many of the Italians thought that the 
earthquake was a judgment because of 
the war. In fact, the war is one of the 
things which is going to help in this 
catastrophe, for the country was on 
edge, so to speak, for war, and a lot of 
this energy, insteafl of being directed 
teward the battlefield, will be directed 
toward, shall I say, the earthquake 
field? Add‘ to that the fact that we 
have had so many earthquakes recently, 
which has made us ready for them, and 
has helped us organize our powers for 
them, I should say that rescue work 
should be carried out swiftiy and with 
more efficiency than ever before. 

“I think that Italy will enter the war, 
but I don’t see just what that hag to do 
with the disaster, for I know that it will 
have absolutely no effect upon the final 
decision of the country. We ‘will not 
be cut off from our purpose even by 
such a disaster as this. 

‘One thing cannot be exaggerated, and 
that is the extensive destruction of val- 
uable property, much of which is price- 
less and cannot be replaced. Just as in 
ciden times the various civilizations of 
Rome went to the hills for domination 
and recreation, so in modern times in 
the hot season many wealthy Romans 
retire to their villag in the hills. There 
we find a remarkable mixture of the 
aneient and modern luxuries. 
Gothic and Romanesque churches vie 
with each other in the wealth of their 
modern furnishings. The same condi- 
tions prevail in the country houses of 
the Italians. Many gems of statuary 
and paintings must have been lost. 

“Saracinesco, named for the Saracens, 
who conquered it from the Romans, 
shows a wonderful bit of the Moorish 
civilization hewn out of the heart of 
the Italian art about it. There are also 
many remains of the Etrusian tribes. 
which, when lest, eannot be replaced, 
Petenza is another of the p:edieval cities 
that has been destroyed times without 
number and rebuilt on the mountain top 
with the material from the razed build- 
ir-g. 

“One circumstance which will account 
for the heavy loss of life is interesting. 
In olden times all the villages were 
built on the hill tops for protection from 
the feudal states. The mountains, the 
packbone of the peninsula, naturally 
shake moré than does the flat country, 
and the hill villages bear the brunt of 
the disaster. The earthquakes are of 
frequent occurrence and they average 
about one a year, but most of them are 
mere. tremors of the ground. In the 
hill towns most of the old houses are 
only old in the first story, for the upper 
stories have been destroyed by previous 
quakes, and only the lower or more sub- 
stantial parts have been left standing. 
The houses are built of natural stone 
from the mountains, which is very 
heavy, and when they go down, woe 
to anyone caught beneath the wreck- 
age.’’ 


The Ceccano Cathedral in the Roman 
Province crumbled to dust and in 
Monterotondo, where the Duke of 
Aosta has gone to render assistance, 
the sixteenth century tower of the 
town hall, which is 150 feet high, 
crashed down, killing a professor 
and two collegians. 

“The domes of the principal 
churches of Zagorelo and Pagliano 
in the Alban Hills have fallen and a 
similar fate has overtaken the pre- 
fecture at Frosinone. Torre Caje- 
tani and Cittaducale were almost 
wholly destroyed.” 


Nearly All Inhabitants of Four Towns 
Reported Dead. 

LONDON, Jan. 15.—The Exchange Tel- 
egraph Co.’s Rome correspondent says 
that the magnitude of the Italian dis- 
aster increases as further news comes. 

The casualties at Magliano-di-Marsi 
are estimated at 1300 out of a popula- 
tion of 153%. At Pascini 4000 persons are 
reported killed, and the number of dead 
at San Benedetto is given as 3000, 

All the people of the village of Capelle 
are believed to be buried in the ruins 
of their homes. The entire population 
of Albafucenses also is believed to have 
perished, and out of 500 inhabitants in 
the village of Lese, 450 are said to be 
dead. Every town in the Livi Valley 
is reported to have been either de- 
stroyed or seriously damaged.

‘In the region of Craonne, and 
near Rheims, there were yesterday 
violent artillery engagements during 
the course of which the batteries of 
the enemy were frequently reduced 
to silence. 

“In the region or Perthes, in the 
Argonne, and on tne heights of the 
Meuse, there has been nothing impor- 
tant te report. We have destroyed 
the foot bridge set up by. the Ger- 
mans over the River Meuse at St. 
Mihiel and in the Forest of Ailly we 
repulsed an attack on the trenches 
taken by us Jan. 8, 

‘In the Vosges, to the south of 
Senonnes, we repulsed the Germans 
after a spirited infantry engagement, 
We broke through their barbed wire 
entanglements and occupied their 
trenches, 

“Along the rest of the front there 
is nothing to repert.”’ 


Last night’s announcement said that the 
flooding of the Aisne, which destroyed 
several bridges, made precarious the 
communication of the troops operating 
on the first slopes of the north bank, 
and the French thus were prevented 
from sending reinforcements. This is 
described as the essential cause of the 
withdrawal of the troops to the south 
bank of the Aisne, The French aban- 
doned several cannon. The Germans 
took prisoners, particularly wounded 
men whom the French were unable, in 
withdrawing, to take with them. The 
French captured a number of impor- 
tant prisoners, belonging to seven dif- 
ferent regiments. The retirement across 
the Aisne is described as a partial suc- 
cess for the Germans, “which will have 
no influence on the operations as a 
whole.”’

Signatures to Force Measure 
to an Election. 


MAYOR TO OPPOSE MOVE 


If Enough Names Are Obtained 
Against Improvement He Plans 
to Force Early Vote. 


Five opponents of the parkway bill, 
through paid solicitors, today began cir- 
culating petitions to invoke the refer- 
endum on the central parkway measure, 
which had passed the Municipal Assem- 
bly and been signed by Mayor Kiel. 

The five are Isaac H. Lionberger of 
87 Westmoreland place, lawyer; Martin 
Shaughnessy of 1 Washington terrace, 
wholesale liquor dealer; G. G. Gibson of 
5612 Cates avenue, furniture dealer; 
Adam Wackman of 4964 Parkview place, 
wagon manufacturer, and David Hen- 
nessy of 4332 Laclede avenue, real eg- 
tate man. Julian M. Gibson, son of G. 


G. Gibson and chairman of the Progres- 
sive City Committee, is temporary sec- 
retary of the Parkway Opponents’ Com- 
mittee, and is acting as an individual. 
Expense Is Guaranteed. 

Under the new charter five men must 
sponsor a referendum movement. Four 
of these five have the privilege of re- 
calling the petitions if the necessity for 
them no longer exists. 

Shaughnessy said he had guaranteed 
the expense of getting signatures to the 
petition, but that he would atcrept con- 
tributions from anyone. Patrick R. 
Fitzgibbon, former City Register, is in 
charge of circulating the petitions and 
ia said to be paying solicitors 5 cents for 
each signature of a voter. Shatghnes- 
sy, however, said there’ Had ben no 
agreement as to how much Fitzgibbon 
would be paid for his work, as he would 
be paid according to the expenses in- 
curred in getting signatures. 


Seeking 3200 Signatures,

BILL PROVIDES A 
WELFARE BOARD 


FOR EACH COUNTY 


Other Missouri Measures Call for 
Care of Blind and Defense 
of Poor Persons.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 15.—A bill 
introduced in the House of Representa- 
tives today provides for Boards of Pub- 
lic Welfare in all counties, to organize 
and supervise charities and act as an 
auxiliary to the State Board of Chari- 
ties and Corrections. 

The bill provides that the Board of 
Visitors in each county shall be changed 
to the Board of Public Welfare. The 
principal duties of the board will be “to 
administer all funds devoted to the care 
of poor, sick and distressed and to ad- 
minister the charitable and correctional 
institutions. 


Would Oversee Paroled Men. 
“Tt shall also give special care and 


attention to the care of patients recent- 
ly discharged from insane asylums and 
give oversight to all prisoners from the 
reformatory or penitentiary out on pa- 
role, and report their conduct to the 
Pardon Board.’”’ 

House bill No. 236, introduced by Rep- 
resentative Carrington; makes the of- 
ficial signature of an attorney to legal 
papers equivalent to an affidavit and 
r.akes a signature to false statements 
in any such papers, perjury. 

Carrington also introduced a bill pro- 
viding counsel for persons without funds 
who are arraigned on criminal charges. 

Almon Ing of Butler County introduced 
a bill to declare Feb. 12 a public holiday 
to be known as “Lincoln Day.” 

House bill 238 would require a record 
of all purchases of live stock to be 
filed with the clerk of the county in 
which the transfer is made. 

Provision for the Blind. 

Representative Joseph Whiteside in- 
troduced House bill 2, which provides 
for the appointment by the Governor 
of a “commission for the blind.” The 
duty of the commission will be to take 
a census of the blind and report their 
exact physical and financial condition. 
The commission will be authorized to 
recommend to the Legislature the eg- 
tablishment of such factories as will 
provide employment for the dependent 
blind and make them partially self-sus- 
taining. 

Senator Moore introduced a bill in 
the Senate to expedite disposition of 
criminal cases by permitting the 
clerks of the criminal courts to ac- 
cept bail. He also offered a bill pro. 
viding for seizure and search of sus- 
picious-looking packages shipped 
into dry territory. 

Senator Carter M. Buford intro- 
duced a Dill giving the State Food 
Inspector power to examine all cold 
storage plants and compelling all 
scuh plants to keep a record of the 
time when all foodstuff entered or 
left the place. 

Senator Mike Kinney offered a bill 
providing for four aditional circuit 
judges in St. Louis, two of them to 
sit in the new court created by the 
bill, to be known 4s the Court of Do- 
mestic Relations. Its jurisdiction 
will include all divorcé cases and 
other marital disaffections.

VALUE OF WORK AS 
HEALTH STIMULUS 
TOLD BY DOCTOR 


Boston Physician at City Club 
Says Employment Alleviates 
Many Disorders. 


Dr. R. Kendrick Smith of Boston. 
speaking today at the City Club, said 
that one of the great discoveries of 


mnodern science in the treatment of dis- 
eases was the employment cure. ‘Pos- 
sibly no other single agency,’’ he said, 
‘is as efficient in the alleviation of 
many physical, mental and nervous dis- 
orders as work. Idleness breeds dis- 
ease as well as discontent. 

‘Proper employment, regular, system- 
atic work, in healthy environment, in- 
creases physical and mental efficiency, 
lessens disease and upbuilds not only 
the bodily strength of the individual 
but adds stability to his character and 
makes him a better citizen. 

Drudgery and Creative Labor. 

“The great point is the sharp differ- 
entiation between hateful drudgery in 
unhealthy surroundings, which is the 
work that kills, and genuinely creative 
labor into which he puts himself. 

‘Amusement is an absolutely essen- 
tial element in solving the civic prob- 
lems of health. In American cities. 
more than in those of most other coun- 
tries, is this feature of municipal activ- 
ities neglected. We must have amuse- 
ment, not only for children, but for 
adults. The failure of the community 
to provide amusement of wholesome 
and uplifting character is the cause of 
the enormous increase of low and ob- 
jectionable amusements which fester in 
the slums of our large cities. 

Value of Music to Health. 

“One of the most valuable forms of 
amusement is music. Probably no coun- 
try in the world so neglects this oppor- 
tunity of culture and refinement as 
America. One of the simplest and most 
beneficial forms of music and the most 
neglected of all in this country is sing- 
ing. Class singing, particularly out- 
doors, is of wonderful value in the de- 
velopment of the individual and . the 
community, as f& markedly develops the 
individual physicially, mentally, nerv- 
ously and even spiritually. Lack of thie 
and other adequate measures of expres- 
sion on the part of the unfortunate ma- 
jority of working people is one of .the 
reasons why their struggle for expres. 
sion manifests itself often in more crude. 
vulgar and sometimes vicious ways.” 

Dr. Smith will give a public lecture 
tonight under the auspices of the St. 
Louis Osteopathy Society at the Buck- 
ingham.

Chouteau avenue, identified the prison- 
ers as the men who entered his saloon 
on Christmas eve, awoke a sleeping cus- 
tomer, Ben Sievi, and hustled customer 
and proprietor into the icebox, taking 
$24. 

Charles Koch, druggist at 103% Rut- 
ger street, identified the men as those 
who robbed his store last Sunday after- 
noon, shortly before the shooting -of 
Spilcker, a robbery of which Emery 
tells in his writen confession. Edgar 
Odenwalder, 1) years old, of 1138 Rutger 
street, said Emery was the man wh) 
sold him a nickel’s worth of candy when 
he chanced to enter the store. At that 
‘}time, Tracy was tying the druggist to 
the safe behind the store screen. 

John Brennan, bartender in Mooney’s 
saloon, Thirteerth and Chestnut streets, 
identified the prisoners as the men wh® 
robbed the saloon of $7 at 6 a. m. Jan. 4, 
and kept him in the icebox for an hour. 
He told the robbers if he had a club 
and permission to use it, the courts 
would not have the trouble of trying 
them. 

Capt. Herman Juelg of Engine Com- 
pany 41, Eleventh streét and Lucas ave- 
nue, who was near when Spilcker was 
shot, identified Emery as the man whom 
he saw Splicker try to arrest on sus- 
picion, a moment before the shooting. 


Car Conductor Causes Capture. 


The St. Louis police learned today 
that the credit for the capture of the 
robbers belonged to Adolph Laux, an 
Alton stret car conductor. Laux’s run 
is from the downtown terminus in Al- 
ton to Rock Springs Park. He heard 
s.me of his. passengers tell, on an east- 
Leound.trip Wednesday night, of the ice- 
box robbery at the Beehive saloon, 
which had taken place shortly before. 
Near the end of his run, when his car 
was empty, two men got on, and showed 
by their inquiries that they did not 
know the neighborhood. They rode to 
the terminus and remained on the car 
tue ride back to Alton.

Evidence for Grand Jury Shows 
“Milk Tickets’? With ‘‘Come- 
back’’ Coupons Were Used. 


Special From a Staff Cofrespondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. .” 
DANVILLE, Ill., Jan. 15.—Traffickers 
in votes in the Eighteenth Congressional 
District are hiking for cover today.’ In- 
structions of the Department of Justice 
to District Attorney Charles A. Karch 
to lift the lid that has been clamped 
down in some of the past elections is 
worrying spoilsmen. This is the district 
which elected Joseph G. Cannon to 

Congress at the-last election.

The fears of the vote buyers and sell-/{ 


ernment its jurisdiction in Indiana. A 
United States Senator and a Congress- 
man led the tickets in the Eighteenth 
District. Among the accusations that 
District Attorney Karch will investigate 
are these: 
That $20,000 was distributed in Vermil- 
lion County, of which $15,000 was used 
to buy votes. 

$15,000 Bribe Offer Charged. 
That a bribe of $15,000 was offered E, 
F. Royse, Progressive candidate for Con- 
cress in 1912, to withdraw. 
That 2000 votes were bought in Dan- 
ville and Vermillion County. 
That 1500 votes were: purchased in 
Kankakee County. 
That votes were bought for cash in 
Paris, Edgar County. 
That 120 negro votes were bought in 
Danville. 
That ‘‘milk tickets’’ given for votes 
purchased and negotiable if the candi- 
date wins and have ‘circulated widely 
in Danville. 
That between 40 and 50 residents of 
Terre Haute, Ind., voted in Paris, III. 
That $15,000 was used corruptly in 
Paris to buy votes. 

That neither in Danville nor Paris 
can the better element of the commu- 
nity get any relief from the local 
grand juries or courts.’ 

A secret investigation has been in 
progress in Vermillion County for two 
months, pushed by Progressive and 
Democratic leaders. They have a list 
of 200 witnesses, scores of affidavits 
and many confessions confirming the 
charges. of wholesale election bribery. 

Sat in the Inner Circle. * 

“I have sat in the tnner circle and 
watched the machine werk,”’ said Walter 
Ei. Stephens, Chairman of the Progres- 
Sive State Committee. *“‘Now, from 
the outside I have observed its 
efficiently crooked operations. Buy- 
ing votes in this county is a 
recognized commercial industry. They 
are on sale like groceries. I have 
seen money change hands, visited pay- 
off stations and seen men of wide in- 
fluence mingle with ex-convicts and 
gunmen, preparing plots to steal elec- 
tions. I will do all in my power to as- 
sist the Government. I will go be- 
fore the. grand jury and furnish a list 
of witnesses.”’ 

KEK. F. Royce explained the ‘‘milk 
ticket’”” method. “One of the judges iu 
the polls is a cog in the machine,” said 
he. ‘“‘When the voter leaves the: booth 
he must have his ballot so folded that 
the X in the Republican circle can be 
seen by the judge. The judge sig- 
nalizes the ‘fixers out’ on the outside 
that the vote is right. When the voter 
goes out he is given a ticket that is 
ealled a ‘milk ticket.’ It calls for pay- 
ment of $5 or more, according to his 
price and influence. This: is payable 
immediately at a pay station. The value 
of the ‘milk ticket’ is conditional. If 
the candidate wins, there is a ‘come 
buck’ coupon that allows the voter to 
collect $ or $10 more. If the candidate 
loses there is no ‘come back’ and thes 
veler receives only the original price of 
his vote. 

Gambling on seihicie: 

“Gambling in ‘milk tickets’ has. been 
widespread. If the voter has not muc): 
confidence in the election of the candi- 
aate and some man has, the other man 
may buy the ticket, paying $6 or $7, and 
if the candidate wins he will make a 
profit of $3 to $5 on the ‘come back.’ 

“The men who handle the bid sums 
set aside for corruption have a method 
of gambling that looks like a sure 
thing. They separate the money due on 
the ‘come backs’ and bet that whole 
amount on the candidate. If he wins 
the ‘come. back’ cost them nothing. If 
the candidate is beaten they lose noth- 
ing as the ‘come back’ coupons are 
dead and the voter has already re- 
ceived the original payment on his 
‘milk tickét.’ 

“At the Soldiers’ Home Democratic 
and Progressive watchers were driven 
out and beaten.’’ 

District Attorney Karch will return 
from Chicago today or tomorrow. He 
has been in conference with Govern- 
ment officials and it is probable that 
two or three agents of the Départment 
of Justice will be sent here to aid in 
gathering evidence.

What he could not sell to 
the public he sold at a nominal price 
to other Topeka merchants, it is 
charged, until he had a large amount 
of cash on hand. 

As the money came tn, he is alleged 
to have called meetings of the board in 


the basement and asked that dividends | 


be declared from time to time, the Gov- 
ernment charges, transferring from the 
corporation’s accoun< to his own fre- 
quent ‘“‘dividends’ of 2 per cent. It 
is also alleged that the “‘board’”’ allowed 
a liberal commission to him for a ‘‘re- 
organization” and a commission upon 
his sales. 

When_the creditors of the corpora- 
tion forced a suit of involuntary bank- 
ruptcy he fought the case and his ap- 
peal is now before the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals of St. Louis.

Cox, who is accused of embezzling 
$46,000, will have a preliminary hear- 
ing March 15.

AS POLICE STATION 
WATCHING GERMS 


Throat Specialist Says They 
House Phagocytes, Which 
Kill Bacteria. 


COMBATS REMOVAL IDEA 


Dr. Fayette C. Ewing Against 
Use of Knife Without Any or 
for Slight Cause. 


Beal gently with the erring tonsil, is 
the advice of Dr. Fayette C. Ewing, well 
known throat specialist, whose office 
is in the Century Building. He objects 
to the general tonsil-eradicating policy 
proposed by Dr. Greénfield Sluder in his 
talk at the Children’s ramen Tues- 
day afternoon. 

Dr. Ewing favored a partial removal 
of tonsils in some cases, and a .more 
thorough removal in other cases, but 
he opposed the idea that the tonsils 
should be eliminated without cause, or 
for slight cause, on the theory that they 
are useless organs. He thinks they 
have a definite use, namely to serve as 
a police station, housing the phago- 
cytes which police the human system 
against germs. * 

“So long as an organ keeps up its 
development it must have a function,” 
Dr. Ewing said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. “The vermiform appendix no 
longer has a function and, as a result, 
it has become atrophied, or shrunken. 
But the tonsil has not suffered atrophy, 
but has rather shown a tendency to 
hypertrophy, or increase in size, thick- 
ness and cell development. This indi- 
cates the tonsil still has its function. 

They Imprison Harmful Bacteria. 

“This function, in the opinion of some 
authorities, is to act as a source for 
the supply of phagocytes to the mouth 
and pharynx. -Phagocytes are the po- 
licemen of the system. They destroy 
harmful bacteria, imprisoning them and 
getting them out of the environment 
where they can do injury. 

“The nose and mouth are so infested 
with germs that, in performing opera- 
tions in that region, it is almost im- 
possible to establish an aseptic condi- 
tion; yet infections rarely result. It is 
not unfeasonable to believe that the 
phagocyte policemén, with headquarters 
in the tonsils, make the germs stan 
back out of the region where they 
would cause infection. Sometimes these 
policemen, like other policemen, fail in 
their duties, and the germs get in.

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The complaifits as to alleged effects of the 1-mill 
tax and universal transfers made by officers of 
the United Railways at the Public Service Com- 
mission hearing, contain nothing new. 

Fortunately, for the analysis of these claims, 
for the illumination of all sorts of street car 
problems in cities less happy in their traction 
arrangements, valuable data continue to be fur- 
nighed by the most closely supervised of all trac- 
tion properties in America, the Cleveland Rail- 
way Co. 

The basis of traction service and improvements 
in St. Louis is a 5-cent fare; the basis in Cleve- 
land ig a 3-cent fare. 

The original Cleveland agreement of 1909 pro- 
vided that the company should be permitted to 
earn 6 per cent on $21,411,800 worth of stock and 
$5,495,000 of bonds. 

Fares were fixed at 3 cents. The so-called “re- 
volving fund,” consisting of a $500,000 cash de- 
posit, was’ instituted as a working balance and 
as a thermometer to indicate whether fares should 
be increased or decreased from time to time on a 
‘sliding scale, to yield 6 per cent on the appraisal. 
No expenditures can be made except on the ap- 
proval, “allowance,” as it is called, of the city 
authorities. 

For a time an extra charge of 1 cent was made 
for transfers. Profits after payment of all ex- 
penditures, including interest, taxes and awards in 
damage cases, caused a gradual increase of $186,- 
412 in the “revolving fund.”” The transfer charge 
was abolished and the system for several years 
was operated at a flat rate of 3 cents for each 
passenger, with generous transfer privileges. 

The showing for the year ending Jan. 1, 1914, 
is particularly instructive. The registered fares 
were 220,511,190 and the transfers 87,596,428. 

The total cost to the company of each ride, 
including interest and every other item of ex- 
pense, was 2 cents, four mills and the incon- 
siderable fraction of 57-1000ths of a mill. 

This statement of costa may be convpared 
most interestingly with the revenue of five 
cents which the St. Louis traction company 
receives per passenger and the slightly smaller 
aum it receives per ride, including transfers. 

However, the Cleveland company’s gross reve- 
nue per ride was only a trifle more than 2 cents 
and 3 mills. A deficit of a little more than 9-10ths 
of a mill per ride-is revealed, which, of course, is 
taken from the “revolving fund.” In fact, sub- 
tractions from that fund since the 1-cent transfer 
charge was abandoned have eaten up the former 
profits and reduced the fund to $322,749. 

But we must see the cause of the deficit. In 1913 
the company built more than 15 miles of exten- 
sions and relaid 14 miles of old track. In fact 
for new shops and other betterments, including 
$976,047 for new cars, it spent a total of $2,512,289, 
cnly a part of which was paid for out of a small 
increase in the capital stock. 

These figures do more than throw light on why 
it was decided a few weeks ago to restore the 
I-cent transfer charge until betterments prop- 
erly chargeable to current expenses are paid for. 

It shows what a negligible fraction of the profit 
on a 5-cent-straight fare is this city’s tax of 1 mill. 
per passenger, which the.company fiercely and 
mendaciously contends is “unreasonable.” It 
shows at how little real hardship, except to the 
holders of “‘water,” the St. Louis company might 
grant workingmen tickets at reduced rates in the 
morning and evening, improve service in rush 
hours and make needed extensions. 

More important perhaps than other things it 
shows the value of publicity for every detail of 
traction business. Knowing the facts, Cleve- 
landers cheerfully accepted the re-instatement of 
the transfer charge. 

‘The Cleveland company spent only $6000 in 
legal expenses in 1913. How many times more than 
that did the United Railways of St. Louis spend? 
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JAPAN’S GOOD EXAMPLE.

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THE MAROUS AURELIUS COLUMN.

For more than 1700 years it has stood in Rome, 
surviving the shock of barbarian and other wars 
less hostile to art than the present one. But the 
“Thundering Legion” has apparently had to yield 
something to seismic convulsion. Anyway, the 
better memorial to this fine old Roman is found in 
his writings, apparently little known to or at least 
little appreciated by the son. 
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_ THE FINISH OF A MISFIT. 

Cole L. Blease’s finish as Governor of Seuth 
Carolina was as irrational as the policies he pur- 
sued while he held the office. The only regret 
occasioned by his resignation but five days be- 
fore the expiration of his term of office in tHat it 
did not come sooner. An opportune time for 
resignation was just after his State passed a vote 
of lack of confidence in him last November by 
decisively defeating his senatorial candidacy. 

His extension of indiscriminate, wholesale clem- 
ency to convicts for the emptying of the prison 
probably is to be deprecated less for its encourage- 
ment to all classes of offenders than for its dis- 
heartening effect on those who labor in official 

and unofficial capacities to promote the public 
security... It is computed that he had undone the 
the irksome, often self-sacrificing work which no 
fewer than 17,000 jurymen had done in vindicat- 
ing the law end upholding public justice. In par- 
doning convicts he is said to have been moved, not 
so much by consideration for South Carolinans 
within the penitentiary as by a desire to cause 
saith and humiliation to South Carolinans out- 
side the penitentiary. 

He has reviled the President, quarreled with 
the Secretary of War, defied and insulted the 
Governors of sister states at-one of their annua! 
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monweaith. The list of those who have ever held 
the executive office in the entire Union of States 
probably does not contain the name of another 
such a misfit. 


Jack Emery shot Officer Spilcker Sunday night 
on Eleventh street and Lucas avenue, after rob- 
bing a drug store. With his pal, Fred Tracy, he 
remained in St. Louis after shooting Spilcker, until 
Tuesday, when he went to Alton, Ill. According 
to Emery’s confession, he and Tracy had com- 
mitted several crimes in this city. Emery is an 
ex-convict, having served two prison terms. He 
is a well-kncwn criminal whose record was easily 
traced at police headquarters. 

The easy escape of these men from St. Louis 
after committing several robberies and attempt- 
ing murder, compared with their quick arrest in 
Alton, immediately after committing one. rob- 
bery, is at least suggestive to both the St. Louis 
police and the public. 

Why the quick arrest in Alton after one crime 
and the easy escape from St. Louis after many 
crimes? 

How was it that an ex-convict, known to the 
police, with his record and identification immedi- 
ately available, could live in St. Louis several 
weeks, walking the streets and engaged in crim- 


‘inal work,. without the Police Departnrent find- 


ing it out? Why did no member of the police or 
detective forces know the man’s whereabouts or 
recognize him? 

We cannot expect the police to prevent crimes. 
They cannot be everywhere. But we have a right 
to expect that they will not permit known crim- 
inals to live unmolested in St. Louis while com- 
mitting a series of-crimes. We have a right to 
expect that the perpetrators of crimes be arrested. 

St. Louis, in proportion to population, has as 
many police as any city in the Union. It has 
more than most cities. 

What is the matter with the police? Particu- 
larly, what is the matter with the detective force? 
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ANOTHER NEUTRALITY MEETIN G NEEDED? 

Would you have suspected that the plaguy 
European war would ramify into our American 
divorce courts? 

Alas! List to the doleful plaint of a local plain- 
tiff, who fell out with his bride on their wedding 
night because she innocently voiced the hope that 
the Allies would win (husband being of Teutonic 
persuasion). 

This outcropping hints of an extensive condi- 
tion of disturbance possibly existing beneath the 
calm surface of our domestic and social life. We 
gravely wonder how many marital pairs are di- 
vided in sympathy upon the issue now waged be- 
tween the embattled hosts of Europe. How man) 
hopes are clashing, how many arguments rage 
over the breakfast tables of serene America? 

To our alarmed mind the advantage, if not the 
need, of another Neutrality meeting at the Coli- 
seum or some other big place occurs—would it not 
be advisable to assemble the vast throng of war- 
ring husbands and wives to pacify them with 
soothing music and lulling oratory? 
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ON THE RIGHT TRACE. 

Most of the industrial discontent in America 
arises from the fact that within two generations, 
in most industries, the tools have been trans- 
formed from small, cheap, hand implements into 
complex, costly machines, and the further facts, 
that ownership of the tools has passed from the 
users to incorporated capital and that when 
the owners cannot operate the tools profitably 
they very often suspend operations, leaving the 
workers unemployed. 

Wage earners want first an adequate wage and 
security of employment; after these they want a 
share of authority over their own labor and its 


tools and product. 

One school of reformers proposes public own- 
ership and operation of industries, to replace pri- 
vate ownership. This is state socialism, and, ex- 
cept as to public utilities, it has not yet interested 
more than a small minority of the workers as a 
practicable remedy. 

Another school proposes voluntary co-operation 
by wage earners in acquiring ownership of the in- 
dustries they serve. This plan, industrial co-oper- 
ation, has made gigantic strides during recent 
years in Europe and has ‘gained some ground in 
America. Thus far, in this country, it has been 
applied chiefly to marketing of farm products, to 
buying of household supplies, and to home build- 


ing. 

The United Mine Workers of America, proposing 
to buy the Bache-Denman coal mines in Arkansas, 
where labor warfare lately stopped operations, 
are in a way to carry the co-operative principle a 
step farther than it has gone in this country. 

If the Mine Workers can raise hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars to carry on strikes—and they have 
shown they can by doing it—they should 
be able as easily, and with better warrant, to raise 
$200,000 to buy the mines and operate them for 
their own account. If, doing so, they can prove 
that the former owners paid too little wages and 
took too great profits (before the strike drove them 
into bankruptcy), that fact will encourage organ- 
ized workers in some other industries to set up 
fn business collectively for themselves. 

If, as may happen, co-operative operation of the 
mines proves the former operators were paying 
wages as high as earnings permitted, that dis- 
covery should be of value in dissuading the United 
Mine Workers from ordering strikes hereafter that 

are foredoomed to defeat. 
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WHEN MEAT GETS SCARCE. 

A “meat expert” in Chicago is predicting 
scarcer meat for America. :
